The proposed Project includes the construction,
operation and maintenance of the Mendota Pool Bypass (Bypass)
and improvements, and the modification, operation and
maintenance of the San Joaquin River channel to allow a section of
Reach 2B to convey at least 4,500 cubic feet per second. Reach 2B
of the San Joaquin River extends from the Chowchilla Bifurcation
Structure to the Mendota Dam. The planning and environmental
review for the proposed Project is authorized under Section
3406(c)(1) of the Central Valley Project Improvement Act and the
San Joaquin River Restoration Act included in Public Law 111-11.
